ternational justice. We favor the de- 
termination of international contro- 
versies not for force of arms but by 
the Impartial investigation of facts 
and the application of them to the 
rules of international Jaw by a world 
court. 


"Resolved, that we protest against 


the delay by the foreign relations com- 
mittee of the Senate which has had 
this proposal before it without action 
for over a year and we respectfully 
ask for immediate and favorable ac- 
tion by that committee and by the 
Senate of the United States 


"Resolved, that this action be at 


once communicated by the presiding 
bishop and the secretary of this gen- 
eral conference to. the president of the 
United States and to the chairman of 
the foreign relations committee- of

growing spot of the South. Nine carloads of 2-year-old rose plants were 
picked up laat year at one railroad siding in the county-Beat town, Tykr, end 
carload shipments were made from other towns nearby.

THE ROSE-GROWING PROCESS 


f WAS TOLD that the leading rose-grower 


there today la Mr. M. 6. Shambtirger. 


a grandson of the first Matthew, and I 
therefore celled on him, and his wife, 


and interviewed them on rose culture and the 
Industry IB Smith County in particular. 


The process la a long one. they explained.-— 


two yean going by between the first planting 
and the time the huihes finally are shipped away 
to florists. 
The fields first most be fertilized 


thoroughly and then roses are planted, about 
20,000 to the acre. In the fall, about 16,000 good 
plants remain, and theae are then budded. 


Budding is the most tedious, painstaking task 


of «11, bat at last it Is completed and the new buds 
•re carefully wrapped with thongs of corn huika 
for'the winter. 
When spring comes, the wrap- 


pings are removed and the buds begin to grow. 
Finally, in the second autumn, the hushes are 
taken out. root* and all, wrapped In straw and 
tied In bandies and bale*, end shipped to market 
The bushes bring the grower an "average of about 
11H cent* each. Two hundred and seventy thou- 
sand plant* were shipped from Tyler, last year, 
and almost as many from the rest of the county.

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HAMPTON, May 2.— While opln- 
may differ as to the "true mea- 
•ure of Monroe's real greatness, there 
are none to deny his soundness of 
judgement, his strength of character 
and 
hie -purity, of life." Governor 
Trlnfcle declared In an address pre- 
pared for delivery today at- Fortress 
Monroe. 


The governor presented in behalf 
of the Kecoughta-n Literary Circle, 
of Hampton, a portrait 
of James 
Monroe to the Fortress. 
The por- 
trait of the fifth president 
of the 
pnlted States was painted by Kath- 
•rjrn Critcher. 


"While 
other 
hands 
may have 
drawn the Bill of Rights, while the 
pen of another draughted the Declar- 
ation of*American Independence," tho 
governor asserted, "It may be said of 
Monroe that to him. Is due the utter- 
ance of that 
mighty and immortal 
principle, Jin own in 'its embodiment as 
the "Monroe Doctrine"—that doctrine 
which «oii«titute4 a kind of defiance 
to the European and Asiatic worlds 
where the integrity and sovereignty of 
American soil IB concerned. 


"When Monroe was born. Washing- 


ton, In command of Virginia troops, 
waa defending the frontier from In- 
diana, while John Adams was engag- 
ed In teaching school and In the study 
of law In Massachusetts- 


"When, the open rupture with Ens- 
land came, Monroe was sixteen years 
of age and ready for college. Enter- 
ing William and Mary, he remained 
at thte Institution of learning until 
he was aeventeen, when unable to re- 
slat the call to the colors, together 
with three professors and some thirty 
students, he left the cloister for the 
field and there took his place In those 
heroic lines where fought the patriots 
for the Independence of the Western 
World. * • 
• At the battle of Tren- 
ton; Monroe was wounded, thus seal- 
ing with his blood his love of ree- 
dom and of home. 


"Following the revolution, Monroe 
resumed the study of law under the 
direction at Thomas Jefferson, then 
governor of Virginia. In 1782, he was 
elected to the legislature 
of Vir- 
ginia, which body named him a mem- 
ber Of the - executive council. A year 
later, he was sent to congress, being 
then but twenty-four years of age. 
"The public career of the subject of 
this sketch was characterized by bril- 
liancy and' by rapid recognition and 
advancement. He served in the Unit- 
ed States senate from Virginia from 
1789 to 1794, when he was a pointed 
minister 
plenipotentiary 
to France 


under Washington. 
He arrived at 
Paris just after the fall of Robespier- 
re. 


"It will 
be of interest to pause 
long enough in our consideration of 
President Monroe as an international 
figure to recall the pen nicture given 
by William Wirt. in which his person- 
al appearance at the time of which 
we have juet been speaking was set 
forth as follows: 


"In his statue, he is about the mid- 
dle height of men, rather firmly set, 
with nothing further remarkable In 
his person, except his muscula,r com- 
pactness and^pparent ability to en- 
dure -labor-- 
His countenance, when 
grave, has'rather the expression of 
sterneae and irascibility: a smile, how- 
ever, (and a. smile is not unusual with 
him in a social circle) lichts it up to 
a very high advantage, and gives it 
a most impressive and engaging air 
of suavity and benevolence-' 


"Returning 
from France. Monroe 
retired to private life. but. in 1799, 


period, flvo new states -were admit- 
ted to the Union and vast Internal 
improvements undertaken. 
"Upon the conclusion of his second 
term as chief magistrate. Monroe re- 
tired to private life in Virginia. But 
during tho year preceding hi» death, 
ho was willed once more Into public 
service by being made a member of 
the Virginia conutitu*lonal conveuj- 
tlon. 


'Monroe dlod nt the residence of 


hl» daughter in N'ew York. Twenty- 
seven yeu»« later. the remains of this 
great Virginian were brought to Rich- 
mond, where they now rest, close to 
the dust of Tyler, in Hollywood ce- 
metery. 
"Like JefTson and John Adams, 


Monroe <lifd on tho Fourth of July 
—"The day whlcH he had helped to 
make, with sword and ponfl the chief 
red-loter day of the Republic."

Safe-Blowers Get 


Haul at Texas Co. 


Two unknown cracksmen, believed 


to bo white men and experts In their 
line, last night between 11 and mid- 
night, effected an entrance to the of- 
ilce of the Texas Company, ultuatcd 
on tho west side of Linn street, east 
of the Southern railway, and by dill- 
Kent and silent work, succeeded In 
boring the small safe

The two men were observed in the

the two in the office was possibly 
connected with. and. walking a block 
and a half.

theory that the introduction of sev- 
eral diseases in the human bodv re- 
sults immunation from that particu- 
lar disease. 
In any event there must oe an ex- 


planation as to why trillions of vari- 
ous sorts of germs could be fed to 
Mrs Clarence O. Baling without hav- 
ing the slightest effect upon he;. r.i«f 
gentle Mr. Baring obtained one >nl- 
lion each of diphtheria and pneu- 
monia germs and emptied the vials 
into a nice mess of porridge, which 
He set before his wife. Theie failing. 
be also emploved such well known 
geni of cocci as, influenza, scarlet 
fever and typhoid. 
But it all was to no purpose., \\atch 


as he could. Mi. Baling could sae no 
symptoms of the various diseases 
•which he had selected for his experi- 
ments. Perhaps he administered the 
germs in too large dofrCs. but natural- 
ly u was not to be expected thxt suih 
a rank amateur as he was could scien- 
tifically substract a few millions or 
billions of germs from the trillions he 
had an* Were released at his com- 
mand. The tiny winged messengers 
of pestilence and death neverlh i«*s • 
utterly failed to do any of the imngs 
expected of them. 
Sir. Baring, according to th< stone* 


told the indicting grand jury had to 
resort at las>i to old fashioned anscn.c 
and was even too lavish with that, for 
It too had the opposite effect of what 
was intended. 
The inevitable specialists have been 


called into the case and are given op- 
posing opinions as to whether .»!r. 
Baring is ran* or not. Be it as it is. 
the health authorities are aroused as

marks. The order for the germs ap- 
parently was vouched for by a bac- 
teriologist of the college of physicians 
and surgeons 
This scientist says, 


however, he never heard of Mr. Bar- 
ing of the fictitious "C Barnes." The 
health commissioner wants to see that 
nothing of the kind may ever happen 
again. 
Not that the germs proved deleteri- 


ous to the health of tne intended vic- 
tim. 
If the French theory is correct, 


she is immune henceforth from an 
entire line of diseases that take ter- 
rible toll of the American people. Ad- 
ministered as they were by Mr. Bar- 
ing some doctors saj the germs had 
no real chance for effectiveness and 
therefore- they are not ready to dis- 
card the germ theory at this time. 


Evidently, as with the trusts in the 


Roosevelt days, there are good germ* 
and bad germs.
